Mean a Great Toll 


War. 


WASHINGTON, 
Aug: 23 — A rate 


•war -which might Involve all the mari- 
time nations In the -world and

would revolve about the Suez and Pan- 
ama canals, is predicted In Washington 
by officials who ha\e watched the de- 
velopment of world Interest In the Pan- 
ama canal bill, now awaiting th» ap- 
proval of President Taft.

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Rebuild the Eighth-Street Bridge. 


The City Council should make provision in the budget this 


year for a new bridge on Eighth street. The temporary bridge, 
which was only a makeshift, has broken down, ?nd has become 
impassable for heavy traffic. A permanent viaduct should take 
its place without delay. 


Eighth street is the only outlet to the east south of the Twelfth 


street causeway, and its neglected condition has been a grievance 
with a large number of people for years. Promises have been re- 
peatedly made that the bridge would be rebuilt, but the promises 
have never been fulfilled. Now the bridge is in a worse condition 


- than ever, and appears likely to continue in this dilapidated state 
unless public sentiment vigorously asserts itself. 


The condition of the Eighth street bridge is a grave injustice 


to a large section ofi the city. It is evidence of culpable neglect 
of public duty. Money contributed by taxpayers directly inter- 
ested in restoring Eighth street to traffic is expended in improv- 
ing other sections of the city, but no action can be had with re- 
. gard to rebuilding the bridge. Not long ago a tentative promise 
fwas made that an appropriation to rebuild the bridge would be 
', included in the budget this year, but apparently that promise has 


been forgotten—at least, it has been ignored. 


The people in the southern section of the city have waited pa- 


tiently for years for the Eighth street bridge to be rebuilt, but it 
looks as if they would have to wait till the crack of doom from 
•present appearances. Little heed is paid to their complaints and 
; 'none at all to their demands for justice. Residents in other quar- 
- ters of the city can get a ready hearing and prompt attention to 


their wants, but Eighth street seems to be on the taboo list. For 
some occult reason the municipal authorities have never taken 


• any interest in rebuilding the ruined viaduct. 


Commissioner Baccus favored an appropriation to rebuild the 


bridge, but the other Commissioners voted him down. That is 


• .'always the way. Eighth street is left out of every scheme of 
^improvement. It has to wait till everybody else is satisfied, and 
1 it BO happens that everybody else is never satisfied. 
"• 
What grudge does the city administration cherish against 


* Eighth street? It must be a deep-seated one, for it has continued 
'-. for six years and seems unabated at this writing. On no other 
- theory is it understandable why the Eighth street bridge should 
*bc allowed to remain so long a tumble-down wreck, to the detri- 
"1ment of a large-section of the city.

The Flood of Elections. 


The people of Oakland oppose the adoption of the annexation 


amendment because it will enable San Francisco to harrass them 
with useless and expensive elections called.against their consent 


We have too many elections now. Oakland and Berkeley have 


already had two this year, and will hold two more before the year 
is out. The recall elections were entirely unnecessary and en- 
tailed a needless expense which absorbed money that could have 
been spent to much better advantage in making public improve- 
ments. 


The State law requires two primary elections to be held this 


year in addition to the general election in November. The cost 
and worry of these frequent elections are making people indiffer- 
ent to their political duties and inspiring something very much 
like disgust for the very name of politics. Business is disturbed 
and property values unsettled by the perpetual agitation numer- 
ous elections entail. 


The adoption of the annexation amendment would mean a 


fresh set of special elections, which would be called at the very 
first opportunity and would continue to be forced upon us by the 
annexationists of San Francisco. That is the purpose of the 
amendment. It was framed to enable San Francisco to force her 
scheme ofi annexation on her neighbors and subject them to at- 
tack till resistance is tired out and discouraged. If the amend- 
ment should be adopted we will have special annexation elec- 
tions called at frequent intervals. We have too many elections 
at present, and the present law already affords possibilities in the 
special election line that make men shrink from having them ex- 
tended. The voters of the State should not extend them. 


The annexation amendment was devised to promote the dis- 


memberment of counties and the overthrow of local self-govern- 
ment. It was inspired by greed and is being promoted by fraud 
and deception. It should be voted down in the interests of peace 
and justice.

Miss Keen said that she believed the 
height of the mountain is 17,500 feet, in- 
stead of 16,140, as shown on the maps. 
As the party ncared the summit of tha 
mountain 
they observed 
an enormous 
peak on the Canadian side of the line. 
"It was very far away and very high," 


Bald Miss Keen. "I could not find it on 
the map, and we could not see it when 
we were below the 12,000 foot altitude 
"I could find Bo one who knew any- 
thing of this peak. 
It uas apparently 


ISO miles, due east of Mount Blackburn 
and appeared to be as high as Mount 
McKinley." 
The top of Mount Blackburn was cov- 
ered with volcanic ash, probably from 
Mount Wrangel, which could be 
seen 
smoking in the distance. 
After returning 
from Mount Black- 
burn, Miss Keen rested for two weeks, 
and on June 8 set out to cross 
Skola; 
pass and go down the TVhJte river to 
Yukon. 
Th8 trip from McCarty, near 
the end ol the Copper River railroad, to 
the summit of the divide, was made in 
a week. 
After crossing the divide. Miss 
Ketn walked down the White river 45 
miles to Canyon City, a cluster of eight 
log huts, where her party waited six 
•weeks for a boat to be built la which 
they could go down the 'river to the 
Tukon. 
They arrived at Dawson on 
July 31, and then returned to Juneau 
where Miss Keen took a steamship for 
Seattle.

unites two subjects, namely, provi- 
sions mandatory and provisions per- 
rrfssive, which cannot be joined. The 
constitution of the State of Califor- 
nia provides that every 
act 
shall 


embrace but one subject, which sub- 
ject shall be expressed in its title. 
If, however, any subject of legislation 
is not thus expressed, the act la void 
only as to the subject not expressed. 


Inasmuch as this is an action to re- 
cover damages from an employer for 
a fatal injury sustained by one of ite 
employes in the course of his em- 
ployment, It would seem that tha title 
of the act, "an act relating to the 
liability of employers for injuries or 
death sustained by their employes," 
etc , In so far as this action Is con- 
cerned, fully and sufficiently states 
the subject matter thereof. 
But if 
this were not so, I am of opinion that 
the act Is not subject to constitution- 
al objection upon 
the 
ground 
in 


question. 
No principle of law is better settled 
than the rule requiring courta to sus- 
tain legislation, unless It Is entirely 
clear that such legislation 
violates 
somo constitutional 
limitation. 
The 
court has no power, under the guise 
of construction, to annul 
a 
valid 
statute. 
It is claimed that the statute abol- 
ishes certain defenses in one class 
of actions to recover damages for 
personal injuries, which it allows in 
others — but such a classification 
is clearly within the legislative au- 
thority. 
"Whatever may 
be 
urged 
against the policy of the law should 
be addressed to the legislature, and 
not to the courts.
